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England under the management of the Trinity House, the elder brethren 
do not hesitate to offer an unqualified expression of their opinion that the 
accomplishment of that measure would be attended with beneficial effects; 
not only to the maritime interests, but also to those of the public at large, 
and they feel that this sentiment is in entire accordance with the memo- 
rials and representations formerly presented to the government by the cor- 
ration in relation to the then expiring leaves of the Winterton and 
Orford, the Dungeness, and the Hunstanton Lights; and that they are 
justified in their expectation of such beneficial results from the advan. 
tages which have been actually consequent upon the transfer to them of 
the lights of the Foreland ; and previously thereto by the purchase of the 
interests of private individuals holding leases of the Flatholm, the Ferns, 
and the Burnham Lights; and also by the general and great reduction of 
charges which have been from time to time, since the year 1822, effected 
by the elder brethren for other lights belonging to the Trinity House. 
Under this conviction the Trinity House is ready to treat with the lessees 
of the crown for the purchase of the remaining terms of their respective 
tenures of the lights at Orfordness and Wintertonness, at Dungeness, at 
Harwich and Hunstanton. The elder brethren also express their readiness 
to treat for the purchase of other lights held under grants from the crown, 
and the authority of parliament required, in case the exorbitant demand 
of the lessees or proprietors should require the intervention of juries to 
assess the value of their respective interests. The elder brethren, after 
pointing out the arduous and important duty that would result from the 
transfer of lights in Scotland, express their readiness to undertake the 
charge.

The purchase of £500,000 Consols yesterday by the West India Com 
missioners, the whole of which was effected at one price, viz, O14 pro 
duced no variation whatever. 

Steady investments having been made during the week in the new 34 

conts,, probably by partics who have received West India compensa 
tions, this Stock has become searce, Exchequer Bills have also risen to 
12s. to Ids. premium. 

As & the dispute between the United States of America and France, 


settled by treaty, viz. £1,000,000, and the French decline paying until 
the American government recalls the expressions contained in the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress, in December, 1834, justly considered to he 
offensive to the honour and dignity of France. 

The probability, therefore is, that the disp te will be settled in the 
only reasonable mode, viz. payment by France after an apology by the 
United States. Slender as the additions may be, even in this improving 
century, to the stock of plain common sense, it would be doubly pre- 
posterous if the present state of this affair could lead to war between 
the two countries. On the very first appea! to reason, it will most pro- 
bably be decided by common arithmetic. In the free and uninterrupted 
course of export and import, and in their shipping employed in foreign 
and coasting trade, second in value to none but England, the United 
States have gigantic interests at stake. The French, on the other hand, 
confining themselves chiefly to their somewhat valuable coasting trade, 
have but an inconsiderable amount of foreign tonnage to care for. If 
a rupture took place, privateers under the French flag would prey upon 
the ,American trade in all quarters, and England remaining neutral, 
the mere difference in the charge for insurance will suffice to ruin the 
whole American shipping business, the most valuable portion of which 
will fall into our hands. 

As it is, our shipowners profit from the ill humour existing between 
America and France—if Uncle Sam, whose senators are generally be 
lieved to have one eye for affairs of state while the other is stedfastly 
fixed on the wharf, should all of a sudden take up the character of 
Quixotte and abandon Cocker, it would be a decided wind-fall for the 
British shipping interest. 

In all the Foreign Bonds, Spanish excepted, this stagnation has been 
even more remarkable than in the British Funds. 

Business has, however, been much more active in Spanish Bonds than 
for a long time past—they close this evening at 45}. The rise of the 
3 percent. this week is owing to the general tranquillity of Spain be 
yond the Ebro, and to the prevailing opinion that the present govern- 
ment is honest and straightforward, and that the cause of rational liberty 
and public improvement will be secured in Spain under a constitutional 
monarchy. 

As the Queen’s speech to the Cortes will advert to this satisfactory 
state of things, and will point also to the increasing industry and re 
sources which Spain, like the rest of Europe, cannot fail to derive from 
the suppression of convents and the sales of church and crown lands, 
the Funds at Madrid have risen by anticipation about 5 or 6 per cent. 

In the mean time the French government telegraph and newspapers are 
fallen into utter discredit and contempt, and the portion of the English 
press which most unaccountably, and disgracefully for a free people, takes 
the side of worn out systems of government, having been also exposed this 
week in a bare-faced attempt to manufacture a battle and a victory upon 
paper for its Carlist friends, the Spanish funds have risen by a common 
impulse, and upon a good foundation, both here and at Paris. 

As to the war, as it is called, in Navarre, the Carlist army is at length 
confined to the hill country by the junction recently effected between the 
main body of the British troops and the Spanish army near Vittoria, Hav- 
ing neglected the opportunity afforded him some time ago by the internal 
distractions of the Spanish government, Don Carlos will not run the des- 
perate risk of trying to restore his falling cause by coming down to the 
open country to fight—the inaction and privations of the coming season, 
combined with firmness on the part of the Queen’s government, and mode- 
ration in their treatment of these insurgent provinces, will soon render the 
Pretender’s case as hopeless as the prospects of the friends of order and 
public improvement are flattering. 

The market for railway shares has presented, especially on Monday, a 
great contrast to the proceedings of the week before. 

In addition to the previous extensive creations, 30,000 shares, constitut- 
ing the Capital of the London and Gravesend Railway Company, were 
distributed on Saturday, and some 8 or 10,000 more of the Bavarian 
Government Canal of the Danube and Maine, were issued by M. Roths- 
child on Tuesday. These creations have acted as any thing but oil to the 
flames. Gravesend and New Brighton, which were £1 per share premium 
on Saturday, declined on Monday, and so on every day since, the former 
to ¢ premium, and the latter to par; and all the other railway shares, 
whether authorised by Act of Parliament or not, have fallen in similar 
proportions, Greenwich shares have fallen from £8 and £10 to £5 and 
£6 premium, caused by the advertisement for a public meeting of share- 
holders, at which a vote is to be proposed for borrowing about £109,000, 
in order to complete the works. 

The Gravesend Company, in which 80,000 shares were applied for, will 
suceced yet with difficulty in issuing the entire amount of its shares, viz. 
30,000, As this undertaking is in every way perfectly justifiable, and 
calculated to advance the interests of the metropolis and port of London 
in the highest degree with every reasonable prospect of profit to the share 

holders, this hesitation in paying up the deposits, together with the im- 
possibility of selling the shares at a premium, presents, most fortunately, 
every appearance of the abatement of the fit of downright lunacy by which 
town and country have been for some time afflicted in subscribing for 
Railway Shares blindfold, no matter what or whither going. 

Several other railway projects, good enough, probably, in the end, but 
clearly surplus for the present, or else connected with London quite ina 
secondary degree, are advertising or preparing, Among many others 
which meet with small encouragement, is the ingenious device, called “ the 
Grand Surrey Dock, Canal and Railroad Company,” in the prospectus of 
which it is modestly proposed, quite as a matter of course, that the shares

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InsTRUCTION OF MiNeRs. 


It is to be regretted that the practical miner is almost wholly ignorant 
of the principles and facts of mineralogy and geology. Even the con. 
ductors of the mines, called captains, are men generally of little or no 
education, who have risen to that station by a superior attention to their 
art, in which they have been incessantly occupied from the early age of 
tive or six years. A century ago, among the miners of Cornwall, what. 
ever was not tin was heedlessly thrown aside; and within that period, 
on the discovery of copper ore beneath the tins it was no uncommon ob. 
servation, ** that the ore came in and spoilt it.” It is an undoubted fact 
that many roads in the county were mended with copper ore. The dis. 
covery of the native silver in Harland Mine would have passed unnoticed, 
but for the vibrations of some capillary portions having accidentally at. 
tracted the notice of a workman; and it is confidently believed that much 
of that precious metal has been thrown away on the neglected heaps of 
that mine. Even now, whatever is not manifestly tin or copper, or is 
not suspected of yielding those metals, is paid little attention to, and the 
practical miner sees no value in the enquiry into the run of veins, the 
nature of the country they traverse, their contents or uniformity, further 
than relates in his own estimation to the immediate benefit of his oceu. 
pation ; and he smiles at the nice discrimination of the mineralogist. If 
an enquiry into the phenomena of veins be male of him, he relers, by 
one short cut, to the universal deluge. The total ignorance of almost 
every thing relating to the sciences of geology and mineralogy, and above 
all of chemistry, in the conductors of mines and their agents, is not only 
matter of regret, but it can scarcely be doubted, is also the cause of 
much loss to the adventurers in mines, to the lords of the soil, and to 
the buyers of the ore. If a spirit of enquiry had existed, which some 
knowledge of these sciences could not have failed to produce, much co. 
halt would not have been thrown away on the heaps of Doleoath, and 
some other mines, nor would bismuth in Huel Sparnon have been mis. 
taken for cobalt, nor would the roads have been mended with copper ore 
nor would the ponderous ore, which contained silver in Herland Mine 
have been left to the chances that discovered its value, nor would many 
miners, in opposition to all the known principles and properties of mi- 
neral bodies, believe even to this day in the regeneration of metals, 
While in France and in Germany there are national institutions for the 
education of those intended to conduct the working of mines, in the 
three important branches of science above alluded to, and which are so 
intimately connected with their occupation; in this country all is left to 
accident, and the rich gifts which nature has bestowed upon us are con- 
sequently often neglected or lavishly thrown away. Geo. Tr. 1807,

Extraordinary Supply.—The following was the supply of fish 
brought to Billingsgate during the last twelve months :—Salmon, 
45,446; plaice, maids, &e., 50,764 bushels, turbot, 87,958 ; cod,

Gaseous Exhalations.—The village of Fredonia, in the State of 
New York, is lighted by a natural discharge of gas, which is col- 
lected by means of a pipe into a gasometer. The quantity obtained 
is about 80 cubic feet in 12 hours. It is carburetied hydrogen, and 
is supposed to be derived from beds of bituminous coal. The same 
gas is discharged in much larger quantities in the bed of a stream 
about a mile from the village. 

Lime.—Lame is the only earth which has been generally used to 
intermix with soils, and has been considered as a manure, but its 
operation as such is very imperfectly understood. Burnt lime, when 


| caustic, destroys undecomposed vegetable matter and reduces it to 


mould, so far its use isintelligible. It combines also with vegetable 
or mineral acids in the soil, which might be injurious to vegetation; 
here its operation is likewise intelligible, but if we assert that when 


| burnt lime has absorbed carbonic acid and b comes mild, it gives out 


its carbon again to the roots of plants, we assume a fact which we 
have neither the experiments nor analogies to support. The utility 
of lime in decomposing vegetable matter and neutralizing acids 
obvious, but its other uses are not so evident, except we admit that 
it acts mechanically on the soil, and renders the clay or sand with

As the stamping machine for crushing the jacotinga 
had not been completed, the actual value of the produce of the Antonio 
Dias veins at their present elevation cannot be ascertained; but they 
become particularly interesting as establishing the fact of a westerly 
continuation of the Rasgao lodes, a point of considerable importance, 
as they will hereafter be cut at great depth during the regular progress 
of the other levels of the mine. The principal object of the association 
has been to intersect the lodes of the Rasgao and Cavaco mines, below 
the deepest excavations of the Brazilians, and this has proved to be a 
work of much greater labour and difficulty than had been contemplated, 
Six shafts have been sunk for the various objects of pumping, ventila- 
tion, discovery, raising the ores, and facilitatingcommunication. Their 
depth varies according to the purposes of their repective application, 
and two being engine shafts, will be sunk to any depth that may here- 
after be required. But the most interesting of the works now in pro- 
gress, at the Cocaes mines, are the two adits or tunnels, whose advance 
the directors have watched with much anxiety and expedited by every 
means in their power. These adits or tunnels, cutting the lode a little 
to the west of the Cavaco mine, will be extended at great depth along 
its whole line or course in a easterly and westerly direction, The shal- 
low adit or tunnel will explore the lode about 210 feet below the top of 
the serra or mountain, between the Cavaco and Rasgao mines, and 60 
feet below the lowest workings of the former, and 4 feet below those 
of the latter. The deep adit or tunnel will come 157 feet under the 
thallow adit, consequently it will penetrate the lode 367 feet perpendicu- 
larly from the top of the serra; 217 feet below the deepest workings at 
the Cavaco; and 241 feet below those of the Rasgao mine. The pro- 
gress of the tunnels at these great depths along the course of the love, 
by unwatering the different mines as they advance, will economise 
and facilitate the extraction of the ores—will continually open fresh 
ground for the extension of the works in those portions of the lode 
known to be rich, and will develope a new and vast field for discovery in 
many parts hitherto unexplored.

Nortu Consoumpatep Mining Company, Nov. 7, 1835.—You have 
been already informed that there are no means to be used in any short 
period of time for to try the western part of the mine, except by the power 
of flat rods. We have done nearly all that we can do as to clearing the 
old mine from the surface to the water level, that is to say, putting up 
whims, clearing the shafts, and adit levels, several hundred fathoms in 
length, and by clearing these places we have found lodes and cross courses 
that make as good an appearance as any lodes and cross courses in the 
county; and T can venture to say, that there is no old mine in Cornwall 
at this time that is more deserving of a fair trial than this, nor can that 
be done for a less sum of money as to its magnitude.
